Fielder took out pateiute in Paris 
for his invention by which liquid fire 
could be pumped out for “the pro- 
duction: of great masses of flame.” 

The inventor stated that the ap- 
paratus could be used for military 
and other purposes, The patents 
were renewed {ip 1911, and the de- 
signs exhibiting the details of the 
invention show a German soldier 
with a pointed helmet pumping the 
burning liquid into a trench.

In 1261 
there was another famine in England 
and Scotland. In 1915 the suffering 
was.so dreadful throughout the Brit- 
ish Isles that the inhabitants devour- 
ed the flesh of horses, dogs, cats and 
vermin. Im 1336, 1438 and 1565 there 
were more terrible lifelestroying fam- 
ines, the people often being reduced 
to feeding on roots, weeds and offal. 
In 1693 France suffered horribly. In 
1748 starvation was genera) through- 
out Britain. In 1795, a hundred and 
twenty years ago, there was again 
an awful lack of food. This was the 
last famine that was general in Bng-. 
land, but provisions during the wars 
with France went up to high prices, 
and distress was Wery prevalent. Ire- 
land was several times afflicted in the 
last century, parifement having to 
grant no smaller a gum than ten mil- 
lion pounds ($50,000,000) in 1847, to 
relieve the distress.

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Linen from Western Flax 
Growing Flax For Flax Fibre in West- 
ern Canada 

The Dominion governments taking 
active steps to encourage the growing 
of flax in- Canada and is fully alive 
to the importance of the linen indus- 
try, is the announcement contained 
in a letter addressed to the Saskatoon 
board of trade by Sir George B. Fos- 
ter, minister of trade and commerce. 

“IT note what you say,” writes Mr. 
Foster, “with reference to flax fibre 
and its general scarcity, and a good 
deal of attention has been paid to this 
matter by my own department, as 
well as the minister of agriculture. 
“The real difficulty is in the prepar- 
ation of the fibre after it is grown. 
The labor costs, under present condi- 
tions of preparing the fibre for after 
processes make it very difficult, if not 
impossible, to carry on the industry 
in the west. If ft turns out that by 
means of mechanical processes now 
being experimented with, the cost of 
labor can be greatly reduced, then the 
problem will be largely solved, parti- 
cularly so long as the present high 
prices are maintained, or kept in any 
way nearly equal to the present level. 

“A Scotch dealer and worker in flax 
has been for several months in On- 
tario, and has been making inquiry 
and maturing plans for bringing into 
our country the process which has 
been ysed formerly in Belgium, and 
he has made some progress in his 
plans. 

“There are two or three other jn- 
ventions ich are still in the exper? 
mental stage, though said to be prom- 
ising., If any of these prove success- 
ful, much of the difficulty in the way 
at present will be removed. Then, 
again, I am told that care will have 
to be taken, poth as to the quality 
of the seed and also ag to the condi- 
‘tions ‘of cultivation. In this respect, 
the minister of agriculture proposes 
this year to make experiments on 
some of the western farms, and this, 
I think, is probably all that can be 
done for the present season.” 

The commissioner is taking the 
matter up with the minister of agri- 
culture, and has notified Hon. Martin 
Burrell that there are several farm 
ers in this district wno are willing to 
pliant a small acreage for experiment- 
al, purposes, provided they have some 
assurance of a reasonable return for 
their product.—Saskatoon Star.

BATTLE OF WATERLOO 


The famous Battle of Waterloo, 
which took place a century. ago, 
on June 18, was fought solely for 
the purpose of ending the career 
of Napoleon Bonaparte, the:pyeat- 
est military genius the world has 
ever known. When the news of 
Napoleda’s” return “from Elbe 
spread over Europe consternation 
reigned among, the powers who 
had been wrangling at Vienna, 
and they vowed his destruction, 
déclaring that the peace of . Eur- 
‘ope rested upon his downfall. 

For fourtéen years Napoleon 
as First Consul and Emperor . of 
France had played a part which 
developed every phrase of his char- 
acter. The military party of that 
nation idolized him. He had fed 


thin’ with glory and plunder and 


they repaid him with a devotion 
such as has never been shown by 
the French for pany other man, 
and when: he-.returned from Elba 
the army’ at. once rallitd © to’ his 
a. -and restored him as 
ler of the Empire, determining 
to cast their destiny with him. 
He was anxious to strike a de- 
cisive blow before the allied arm- 
ies could be collected in formid- 
able array before him. ¥F eeling 
sure that ‘the best troops of Eng- 
land were still in America, and

“T have an infamous army,” he 
wrote to Lord Stewart, ‘very 
weak and ill-ecyiipped, and an in- 
experienced stafi. In my opinion 
they are doing nothing in Eng- 
land.’”” By the middle of June 
Wellington from all sources had 
raised an army of a little over 
105,000 men and 196 guns. They 
were a heterogeneous mass of 
British, and continental )troops. 
Their greatest virtue was their 
implicit faith in their command. 
er and their willingness to carry 
out his orders on .the minute, 

Blucher in June had 120,000 
men and about 300 guns. The 
men were all Prussians—an at- 
tempt to make use of 14,000 Sax- 
ons came near being fatal to the 
commander, as they mutinied and 
attempted to slay Blucher at his 
headquarters.

ACT— A OAMPAIGN’ OF"

Having been instructed by the 
Temperance Convention of 1914 to 
launch a campaign for the “sup- 
pression of the Jiguor business 
within the province as~far us it 
was withiu the power of the prov-

of distinct types, that resistance to 
disease and pardiness are hereditary 
characters subjected to the samc 
genetal laws of heredity a® govern 
the transmission from a mother-plant 
to its progony, of strictly morphologi- 
cal characters. It is therefore very 
réasonable to suspect that A, winter 
hardiness is red clover is q hereditary 
eharacter that ca be transmitted 
from one parent pl: nt to its progeny. 

If this be the case, it will be a sim- 
ple matter to produce a variety able 
to withstand, without being killed to’ 
any extent, the most severe Canadian 
winter. The task could be accom- 
plished by sowing seed from those 
individuals,. which. survive after a 
severe winter and which, therefore, 
atcordi to our conception, represent 
hardly “lines” or strains. After sow- 
tg the seed thus saved, a progeny 
may be expedtted that will prove 
. hardier than was the parent crop orig- 
Imally sown, and by saving the seed 
year after year, a perfectly hardy 
variety will soon be obtained. This 
method of improyv‘rg the hardiness 
is ‘simply mass-selection effected by 
mature herself.

Immigration Arrivals 


Practically Ceased From Continentat 
Europe Since War. Began 

With the outbreak of the war and 
the consequent. disorganization’ of the 
Atlantic steamship service, immigra- 
tion to Canada from the mother coun- 
try and continental Europe has prac- 
tically ceased. Between August 1, 
1914, and April 30, 1915, the British 
immigrant arriyals have been 12,000,’ 
and the continental arrivals 3,700. 

Consisting as it does largely of agri- 
culturists, the movement of settlers 
from the United States to the Do- 
minion is still encouraged by the Can- 
adian government, it being felt that 
the greater the number engaged in 
farming operations, the better able we 
are to provide the food supply re- 
quired in these times of stress by the 
empire and our allies. Since the out- 
break of the war, 30,000 from the 
States have taken up their homes in 
Canada. 

Not only has the government con- 
tinued to encourage immigration from 
the States, but the greatest care has 
been taken that no unnecessary bar- 
riers be placed _ in the way of inter- 
course betwéen the two cduntries. 
There is an immense trade between 
Canada and the neighboring republic, 
which necessitates constant crossing 
of the international boundary by com- 
mercial travellers and other businesg 
men, There. are in both countries 
hundreds of places of scenic beauty 
and htstorical interest, which attract 
the tourist, and, realizing the ad 
Visability of in no way interfering 
with this class of traffic, officials have 
been instructed to continue the same 
courteous treatment to the bona fida 
travelling public as was customary be- 
fore the war. It is pointed out that 
the United States citizen ages not go 
to the trouble or expense of securing 
passports, nor will unnaturalized resi- 
dents of the United States coming toa 
this cougtry for peaceable purposes be 
in any way interfered. with.

Feeding Work Horses 


Proper Feed to Maintain Horses in 
Geod Working Condition 

After many tests made at the ex- 
perimental farm, Ottawa, hay, bran 
and oats “have been found the best 
feeds for work horses. The hay is 
fed long and the oats and bran in the 
propoftion of five parts oats to two 
parts bran, mixed and fed dry. Warm 
bran mashes five to six pounds per 
horsé, aré used on Saturday nights to 
replace the regular bran ration. 
When. horses are on very heavy work, 
the proportion of bran is decreased to 
One part for five parts oats. 

A safe standard for feeding draught 
horses, and one commonly used, 
is that of giving from one to one 
and quarter pounds of the above 
grain: mixture and one pound of hay 
for gach 100 pounds liva weight; this, 
of course, ‘subject to variation de- 
pending on the severity of work, con- 
dition ‘of animal when fed, the health 
‘of-animal, and othtr minor consider 
ations. ens PN 
‘(The* morning’ feud, about 5 a.m., 
consists of about three-eighths of the 
i <grain mixture and one-quarter 
of the grain“and about one-half, the 
hay for the day. ‘ 

Water is supplied after the morn- 
ing feed and befor: the noon and 
evening feeds. During the winter, 


‘water is also supplied in. the -even- 


ings, some three hours after the feed. 

With the above treatment, tha 
horses are maintained in good work- 
i condition, and with an almost 
éntire absence of common. stomach 
and intestinal -ailments such as in- 
digestion and eolic. No condiments 
are used, but to horses somewhat tow 
in flesh and requiring more feed, mo- 
lasses mixed with the grain is used 
in small (quantities as it stimulates 
the appetite by increasing the palp- 
tibility of the food.

country for supplies. There has, how- ‘ 
ever, beén.a notable exception in the 
case of the well known alkaloids, ac 
ropine and hyoscyamine, 

The . Imperial Institute has now 
brought the matter again before home 
drug manufacturérs. The matter {s 
of special importance, because. pres 
ent requirements for atropine,’particu- 
larly those of the army, have depleted 
the market, the price has increase@ 
four fold,, and there is, therefore, a 
very good.opportunity for British 
firms to take up ths manufacture of 
this drug. At the moment, owing te 
Germany having at the beginning of 
the war effected hea\y purchases’ of 
hyoscyamus,. there is a difficulty fa 
obtaining large supplies from Egypt. 
The Imperial Institute has, however, 
taken all possible steps to encourage 

rther production, ani an ample sup- 
ply will be available in due coursa, 
especially as the cultivation of the 
plant is now pbeirg arranged for 
on waste lands in Egypt.
